Another 
attempt we mako to cultivate good 
manners in our students [a te make 
them behave well in school as well 
as at home, Should any student 
behave badly he is subject to severe 
punishment. However, we could not 
achleve much success in this untess 
wo hnve the parents’ co-operation. 

We iso realise thnt education 
which alms merely at the production 
of proficient atudents {s not enough. 
There ja something beyond this. A 
etudent should © be made a porfect 
nnd all-round man fit for any kind 
of work. With this object in view, 
we give our students not only un 
intellectual education but sino a 
moral as woll ay a physical one.

It 
has been his endeavour to cul- 
tivate good manners In his stu- 
dents and it gocs without saying 
that the performanca of the boys 
of the Snered Heart College fs 
auch that Mr. Shak can con- 
vratulate himself that the stand- 
ard he has set himself to attaln, 
though high, haa certainly been 
achieved, 

I have a perfect recollection of 
the few suggestions I made when 
speaking at tho Sports Prize-giv- 
ing on. these grounds last year. 
There were then sporadic demon- 
strations in the Colony of un- 
sportsmaniike temper In certain 
exhibition games by spectators 
who were influenced by the suc- 
cess or failure of one team 
ugalnst the other. It is very 
gratifying, indeed, for mo to be 
able to comment on the fnet that 
the past year has been con- 
spicuous by the absence of any 
serlous complaint in the public 
playing fields of the Colony.

N the oceasion of the departure of the late Governor, Sir Geefl 


Clementi, a public farewell was held in the ground of the Hong 
Kong Cricket Club, to which an admission fee was chargett to tho 
public: This evoked. some ‘criticism at the time, as it was rightly 
felt that a gathering of this kind ought to have bwen entirely free 
to the public and that, if any costs were incurred, these ought to 
come out of either a special public fund rniged’Tor the purpose, or, 
better still, out-of the public revenues of the Colon; : 

At the public meeting called in the City Hall recently for the 
purpose of appointing a Committee to arrange for the reception to 
the new Governor, Sir Willinm Peel, it, was the unanimous opinion 
that any expenses incurred ought to come from a special Vote ap- 
proved by the Firfance Committee of the Legislative Council, In 
due course this shall be done; the Government: shall be well sutis- 
fied to vole the’ money; ‘und the public will not, begrudge the cost 
of « public function arranged for the whole community. 

In Kowloon, however, this principle is to be departed from. 
We are informed that a public gathering of ALL Kowioon residents 
wilk be held at the Club de Recreio, King's Park, on 2 certain date 
in order to Welcome the new Governor on the occasion of his 
first visit to Kowloon. The programme, it is further learned, com- 
the presentation of an address, selections by a military band, 
dances on the lawn by a professional dancing teacher's pupils, and 
an orchestra. ‘For this delectable fare, including, of course, a wlimpse 


of the new Governor, a charge of one dollar is to be made “‘to defray

As tho burden of taxation borne 
by motorists is always increase 
rather than reduced, it behoves 
motorists themeclves ty endeavour 2 
keep down thelr running costs. 
Ono of the first things that a novice 
should cléarly understand Js that 
maintaining high speeds is one of 
the surest ways of running up ox- 
penses, Fuct consumption — in- 
creases at a surprising rate, evon 
the best engine tonds to fling out oll, 
the life of tyres is shortened con- 
siderably, and if the speed is majn- 
tuined without any regard to the 
road surface, breakages may réault. 
Few motorista nowadays havo sufii- 
clont patience to limit their Bpecd 
of travel to 26 m.p.h. on the open 
road, yet if tho experiment were 
tried for a month tho difference in 
running costs between driving under 
those conditions and, say, at 40 
m.p.h. whenever the opportunity 
presented itself, would bo appre- 
ciable,- It is possible, however, to 
atrike the happy medium by touring 
along at about 30 m.p.h, and obtain- 


ment from the countryside. 
Incidentally it is surprising, but 
nevertheless truc, that the time 
taken to accomplish any given dis- 
tance at a speed never exceeding 30 
m.p.h, is very little more than when 
one indulges in frequent bursts of

A Bad Habit. 


Sons motor car drivers, and good 
drivers, tuo; have what may be de- 
geribed as n surprising habit, on 
every down gradg, of pushing the 
clutch out, and coasting as far nlong 
the read as the gradicut will take 
them. Ib is therefore well to warn 
such people that if this bad habit is 
indulged in frequently, retribution 
will follow as certainly as duy Lol- 
lows night, The man who designed 
the elutech on any particular car, 
made his calculation on the assump- 
tion that this particular unit would 
only bo used for a few seconds at & 
time when gears were changed. Ho 
nevor contemplated that the driver 
of the car would hold the clutch out 
for minutes on end. As unneccs- 
sary welght on a car means Wn- 
necessary consumption of petrol, the 
designer very naturally decided to 
employ the smaliest ball-thruats and 
bearings consistent with relinbility 
that would stand up to the job, 
which 1s usually allotted to a clutch. 
Tho user, by turning his, clutch into 
what one might’term a “free wheel,” 
ig putting a strain on tho thrust 
races and bearings for which they 
were never Intended. For a, time 
no trouble may develop, ‘ut ke

Moscow Stirs Up Trouble 
in Harbin. 


STUDENT CAT’S-PAWS. 


“ Creation of Racial Feelings 
Against the Japanese. 


Harbin, April 23. 

The sudden uprising of Chinese 
students in Harbin, resulting in 
the recent demolition of the in- 
terior of one of the local Chinese 
newspaper offices, has resulted in 
much speculation regarding the 
incentive for the student activity. 
Spckesmen of Soviet Russian in- 
terests here allege that the stud- 
ents have been stirred up by 
Japanese agents, the alleged rea- 
gon being to create a situation 
justifying the despatch of 
Japanese troops to the Harbin 
aren, Others, however, believe 
that the real inspiration rests 
with the. Soviet Russians who 
have been propagating com- 
munism among both the Chinese 
and Korean students. Recently 
the Japanese consular police arc 
reported to have arrested a num- 
ber of Korean agitators in the 
Foochiatien, or Chinese area of 
Harbin and deported them to 
Korea for trial. ‘ 

The Chinese: authorities claim 
that Moscow recently has sent 2 
considerable sum of money to 
Harbin for spreading Communis- 
tic propaganda among students in 
North Manchuria. 

Chinese Delegation to Moscow. 

-Jt wns announced that the 
Chinese Delegation definitely will 
depart from this city for Moscow 
on May 1. According to report a 
new member is to be added to the 
Delegation in the cnpacity of 
Technical Expert to the Delega- 
tion, the new member ‘probably 
being Mr. Li Tse-jun, president of 
the Revision Committee of the 
Board of Directors of thu 
Chinese Eastern Railway. Dur- 
ing Mr. Li’s absence his position 
on the rafiway will probably be 
filled by Mr. Kuo Fu-min who 
will gerve as chairman of the 
Committee while Mr. Li Shao-jen 
will occupy the post of Tupun or 
Chairmin of the Board during 
the absence of the President, Moh 
Teh-hul. Recommendations te 
the foregoing: effect have been 
sent to Mukden for the approval 
of the Government. Lo 


Japanese Protest. 


Owing to the continued Sovict 
military manocuvres and firing of 
heavy artillery adjacent to the 
Chinese boundary at Manchouli, 
the Japanese Consul, stationed at 
Mancheuls, on April 19 crossed 
the boundary and went to Station 
Eighty-six on the Russian side 
and informally requested the 
Sovict.

CRITICAL STAGE. 
Rebels Retire After Severe 
Engagement at Pengpu. 


Peking, Friday. 

The report. about the meeting 
of Yen Hsi-shan and Feng Yu- 
hsiang at Shihchiachuang is now 
confirmed. ‘They had a confer- 
ence shortly after their arrival 
on May 1. : 

According to, military circles, 
Yen and Feng have given definite 
instructions to their generals at 
the front to complete all war pre- 
purations before May 12, and hos- 
tilities on a large scale will prob- 
ably commence on or about May 
16. 

A portion of the rebels under 
Sun Tien-ying launched un attack 
on Chuangcheng with the object 

‘of capturing Pengpu. National 
reinforcements despatched from 
Pengpu, attacked the rebels 15 
miles west of Mengtheng on April 
30. After a,severe engagement 
the rebels retreated. Conditions 
in Chuangcheng and vicinity have 
returned to normal again. 

Another contingent under Sun 
Tien-ying contempluted the as- 
vault of Suihsien, near the north 
horder of Anhwei. General Chen 
Ching, whose division was ,des- 
patched to Suihsien on May 1, has 
personally proceeded to the front 
to direct. the operntions against 
these rebels, 

After. having mussed his rebel 
forces ut Lanfeng on the. Lung- 
‘Hi line, Wan Tsun-tsai issued the 
order of genera} advance on April 
30. His vanguards are reported to 
have arrived at Lingning and are 
pushing forward towards Kweiteh 
on the Lung-Hai line. 

Capture of Taian.

Armed Men. Accost

PERSUADED WITH DAGGER. 

A.Chinese man and a woman wore 
the victhma of n highway robbery in 
Kowloon just night.

. Kwangsi Campaign. 

Interviewed by pressmen, Gen. 
eral Lin Chen-hsung, Director of 
the Whampoa Military Academy 
and concurrently the Defence 
Commissioner of the Waichow 
Area, who returned from Wuchow 
on April 380, intimated that of the 
Kwangsi insurgents’ under the 
command of Huang Shao-hung 
only’ 12,000‘are. left, while the 
remnants under Chang Fat-kuci 
of the Ironsides and Tang Scng- 
ming of the Hunan mutineers 
only 7,000 left. The muin body of 
the inaurgents appeared to have 
assembled at Penyang about 46 
miles from Kwelhsicn, while a 
few bands are stationed along tho 
left bank of the Upper West 
River defending Kweiping and 
Kwelhslen. With the occupation 
of this aren by the enemies, it is 
possible for them to invade 
Kwangtung from the south, and 
from the north to. advance -down 
along the Fu river. 

In the present Punitive Expedl- 
tion, the Government forces ure 
concentrating on the attack of 
Kweiping and only after Its fa't 
will the sloge of Kwelhsien be 
undertaken, as there ia every 
Nkelihood that the rebels will 
evacuate Kweihsien and Nanning 
with the fall of Kwelping. More- 
over, there {san element of tisk 
if the sen of Kwethsien is under- 
taken prior to the fall of Kwel- 
ping, as tho reels could casily en- 
velope -the Government forces. 
Genoral Lin is confident of the 
outcome of the Kwangsl campalan 
and that {t will be concluded soon 
nfter the order of gonoral offon- 
tlvo is given.
